Council. 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  the  Annual  Report  for  1970  on  the 
health  of  Chertsey  Urban  District  which  has  been  prepared  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  Circular 
1/71. 

The  year  under  review  saw  the  retirement  of  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  George  Birch,  who  had  completed  over  forty  years 
in  local  government  of  which  twenty-six  years  were  spent  in  the  ser- 
vice of  your  Council.  Although  he  has  settled  in  Devonshire  you  will 
be  interested  to  know  he  keeps  in  touch  with  us.  I am  particularly 
pleased  to  welcome  Mr.  B.  G.  Rogers  to  the  post  of  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  following  his  promotion  from  Deputy. 

In  December,  1969  an  outbreak  of  influenza  had  reached  epidemic 
proportions  and  this  continued  into  1970.  The  epidemic  differed  from 
those  of  previous  years  in  that  it  was  not  sustained  over  a prolonged 
period  and,  in  fact,  had  petered  out  by  the  beginning  of  February. 
The  mortality  from  this  epidemic  was  reflected  equally  over  1969  and 
1970. 

The  mid  year  population  showed  an  increase  of  90.  Births  exceeded 
deaths  by  367  so  that  there  has  been  an  outward  migration  of  277 
people.  The  birth  rate  continues  to  fall  and  this  trend  can  be  anti- 
cipated with  improved  family  planning  services. 

There  has  been  a marked  reduction  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  to 
6.7  which  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  your  district.  Although  the 
new  maternity  hospital  at  St.  Peter’s  only  opened  in  April,  1970  it  is 
highly  probable  these  new  premises,  together  with  the  skill  of  the 
obstretricians  concerned,  have  played  some  part  in  this  reduction  of 
infant  deaths.  However,  it  would  be  foolish  to  draw  any  definite 
conclusions  until  the  new  hospital  has  been  operating  for  a number 
of  years. 

So  far  as  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  concerned,  1970 
was  a good  year.  However,  measles  epidemics  occur  every  other  year 
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and  it  will  be  interesting  to  see  the  effect  of  the  measles  immunisation 
campaign  on  the  notifications  in  1971. 

Having  reviewed  the  effectiveness  of  the  mass  radiography  service 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  general  need  for  this  service  no  longer  existed.  Accordingly 
the  mass  public  surveys  ceased  as  from  the  1st  April,  1970.  In  the 
light  of  attendance  and  the  amount  of  tuberculosis  detected  at  public 
open  sessions  it  would  be  difficult  to  justify  the  retention  of  this  ser- 
vice. However,  a mobile  radiography  unit  should  be  available  for  use 
in  schools  and  factories  and  it  is  hoped  the  one  remaining  unit  in 
Surrey  can  cope  with  any  eventuality  in  these  spheres. 

The  new  mortuary  serving  North  West  Surrey  was  opened  during 
the  year.  It  is  situated  in  the  grounds  of  Botleys  Hospital  and  provides 
first  class  facilities  for  autopsies. 

A new  Family  Health  Centre  was  opened  on  2nd  November,  1970, 
at  Stepgates,  Chertsey.  These  premises  provide  facilities  for  seven 
general  practitioners  and  a full  range  of  County  health  services.  The 
old  County  Clinic  nearby  is  being  used  for  child  guidance  purposes 
and  this  saves  local  children  having  to  travel  to  Woking  for  this 
service. 

As  the  basic  hotel  charge  for  a patient  in  hospital  is  now  at  least 
£3.00  per  day  it  is  becoming  increasingly  evident  that  community  care 
will  have  to  be  expanded  with  health  centres  playing  a much  greater 
part  than  at  present. 

The  latest  consultative  document  issued  by  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Social  Security  on  the  reorganisation  of  the  National 
Health  Service  does  little  to  allay  the  fears  of  those  in  the  preventive 
field.  It  would  appear  much  groundwork  has  to  be  covered  by  work- 
ing parties.  Meanwhile  highly  experienced  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
are  being  lost  to  the  field  of  general  practice.  This  document 
obviously  sets  out  to  over  emphasise  good  management  when  in  fact 
what  matters  most  is  good  medicine. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  express  my  grateful  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support 
and  interest  which  is  always  a source  of  encouragement.  To  all  those 
in  the  Health  and  other  Departments  and  to  Dr.  Cook  of  the  Guild- 
ford Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  I acknowledge  my  indebted- 
ness, especially  for  their  continued  co-operation  and  support.

Peptic  Ulcer 
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Geriatric  Services  and  the  Care  of  the  Chronic  Sick. 

The  services  for  the  elderly  have  been  extended  by  the  Chertsey 
Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee,  who  have  shown  concern  over  the 
fact  of  the  rising  cost  of  living  and  have  accordingly  been  pressing  for 
reduced  fares  on  public  transport  for  old  age  pensioners. 

The  day  centres  continue  to  provide  a valuable  contribution  to  the 
welfare  of  the  elderly  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Addlestone 
and  Chertsey  Centres  provided  over  two  hundred  meals  per  week. 

The  meals-on-wheels  service  provided  by  the  Women’s  Royal 
Voluntary  Service  delivered  11,477  meals  to  housebound  people  dur- 
ing the  year.  To  maintain  this  service  a large  number  of  volunteers 
are  needed  and  the  W.R.V.S.  would  always  welcome  any  help  in  this 
field. 

Day  care  service  was  given  to  forty-five  housebound  old  people 
during  the  year  by  twenty-three  adult  helpers  and  twelve  senior  boys 
and  girls  from  the  Salesian  College,  St.  George’s  College  and  Full- 
brook  School.  One  must  commend  the  civic  responsibility  shown  by 
the  juniors  in  this  field. 

Chiropody,  welfare  foods,  library,  hairdressing  and  gardening  were 
also  provided  during  the  year.  The  hairdressing  service  provided  by 
three  hairdressers  continues  to  be  a great  boost  to  the  morale  of  many 
housebound  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  1,040  visits  were  made  in 
the  area  to  106  people. 

The  mini-bus  has  been  used  mainly  to  take  the  elderly  to  day 
centres  and  to  chiropody  clinics.  A hydraulic  lift  has  now  been 
installed  and  this  has  proved  invaluable  in  the  transport  of  the  physi- 
cally handicapped.

Water  Supply. 

The  district  is  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the  Woking  and  District 
Water  Company.  The  water  was  found  to  be  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  in  quantity.  No  bacteriological  examinations  were  made  of  the 
raw  water  but  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  were  carried 
out  on  the  treated  water. 

During  the  year  sixty-one  samples  were  taken  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Guildford,  all  were  bacteriologically 
satisfactory.

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INTRODUCTION  TO  THE  REPORT  OF  THE 
CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

This  is  the  first  occasion  in  which  I have  the  honour  of  submitting 
my  report  on  the  work  carried  out  by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors 
during  the  year. 

I took  up  my  appointment  as  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
on  29th  April  when  Mr.  Birch,  my  predecessor,  retired  after  having 
completed  40  years  in  local  government  service.  Needless  to  say, 
Mr.  Birch  carried  with  him  the  good  wishes  of  both  the  Council  and 
staff  for  a long  and  happy  retirement. 

Mr.  Birch’s  departure  resulted  in  a number  of  other  staff  changes 
and  it  was  particularly  pleasing  to  see  Mr.  T.  N.  Darraugh  promoted 
to  the  post  of  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  The  vacant 
post  of  District  Public  Health  Inspector  was  filled  almost  immediately 
by  Mr.  R.  M.  Dailley,  who  commenced  his  duties  on  1st  May,  having 
previously  held  an  appointment  with  Famborough  U.D.C.  as  a Stu- 
dent Public  Health  Inspector. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  work  in  connection  with  improve- 
ment grant  applications  and  enquiries  has  increased  considerably  and 
reference  is  made  to  the  effects  the  Housing  Act  1969  has  had  in  this 
respect.  However,  applications  for  Qualification  Certificates  were  nor 
as  high  as  might  have  been  anticipated. 

In  the  field  of  pest  control  work,  the  use  of  warfarin  continued  to 
give  satisfactory  results  when  dealing  with  rat  infestations,  but  there 
was  evidence  that,  in  the  case  of  mice,  a resistance  to  this  rodenticide 
was  building  up.  This  year  there  was  again  a high  increase  in  the 
number  of  wasps’  nests  destroyed.  Altogether  333  were  destroyed  in 
the  year  compared  with  203  in  1969  and  59  in  1968. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  pay  tribute  to  the  staff 
under  my  control  for  their  loyal  service  and  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  and  its  Committees,  for  their 
support  and  confidence  and  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  his 
helpful  advice  and  guidance  at  all  times.

Milk  Supply. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  is  responsible  for 
the  supervision  of  milk  production,  including  buildings  on  the  farm. 

Unsatisfactory  or  unhygienic  conditions  found  on  dairy  farms  are 
referred  to  the  Ministry. 

Four  dairy  farmers  were  producing  milk  for  sale  from  Tuberculin 
Tested  herds,  all  of  which  was  collected  for  pasteurisation. 

Three  licences  were  issued  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Regulations. 

All  milk  produced  and  retailed  in  the  district  is,  since  1954,  specially 
designated,  that  is  pasteurised,  sterilised  or  “ Untreated  ”.

Overcrowding. 

All  cases  of  overcrowding  coming  to  notice  are  referred  to  the 
Housing  Committee  for  re-housing  as  and  when  accommodation 
becomes  available. 

Local  Authority  Housing 

Two  thousand  one  hundred  and  five  new  houses  and  flats  have  been 
completed  by  the  Council  since  1945.  One  hundred  and  eight  family 
units  were  re-housed  by  the  Council  during  the  year.  There  still 
remains  a waiting  list  of  923  applicants. 

Special  consideration  is  given  in  cases  where  there  is  an  infectious 
and  notified  case  of  tuberculosis,  and  where  young  children  are  at  risk, 
the  aim  being  to  give  each  infectious  case  a separate  bedroom. 


Improvement  Grants. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  steps  were  taken  to  draw  the  atten- 
tion of  occupiers  of  older  properties  to  the  changes  that  had  occured  in 
relation  to  improvement  grants  under  the  Housing  Act,  1969,  and  the 
increased  amounts  of  grant  that  were  now  available.  This  resulted  in 
many  more  enquiries  concerning  grants  and  there  was  a marked 
increase  in  the  number  of  applications  received  particularly  in  the 
case  of  Discretionary  Grants,  which  were  more  than  double  the 
previous  year.

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Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960. 

Over  150  visits  were  made  during  the  course  of  the  year  concerning 
problems  with  noise.  It  was  found  that,  in  the  case  of  complaints 
concerning  factories  and  industrial  concerns,  informal  representations 
produced  satisfactory  solutions.  In  a few  cases,  complaints  arose  from 
unmuffled  pneumatic  drills,  but  the  main  cause  for  concern  for  the 
public  remained,  aircraft  noise  which  of  course  lies  outside  the  scope 
of  the  Act. 

Clean  Air  Act,  1956/1968. 

Two  applications  were  made  under  the  Act  for  approval  of  chimney 
heights  and  these  were  agreed  after  minor  alterations  had  been 
required. 

A recording  instrument  in  the  Addlestone  district  continues  to 
measure  the  degree  of  pollution  of  the  atmosphere.  The  readings 
obtained  indicate  a low  level  of  pollution  when  compared  with  other 
districts. 
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
